Floating didiris from a motion 
picture set at Three Arches, or 
possibly a lobster trap afloat, is 
believed to have been responsible 
for a call that brought a coast 
guard cutter from San Pedro and 
a navy plane from San Diego to¬ 
day to search for a plane reported 
as having crashed into the orean, 
south of Laguna Beach. 

Shortly after 8 a. m. today a 
woman, name unknown, tele¬ 
phoned to Chief of Police Abe 
Johnson of Laguna Beach and re¬ 
ported the wreckage of an air¬ 
plane floating in the ocean. Chief 
Johnson notified Schuyler R. 
Vouchees, United States weather 
observer, who in turn put out the 


information in the state-wide tele¬ 
type operated from his office. 

Police and other searchers were 
unable to contact anyone who had 
even seen an airplane over the 
Laguna Beach area at the time 
the crash is supposed to have or- 
curred. After circling the area 
for several hours the navy plane 
and the cutter departed for their 
bases. 

High tide last night washed 
considerable debris from an old 
film set left on the beach, into 
the ocean. This wreckage be¬ 
came entangled in the float of a 
lobster pot and was first discov¬ 
ered by the fisherman when he 
went to tend his traps.

In the adjoining hotel room po¬ 
lice found Mrs. Wood's cousin, 
Anna O'Brennen of Culpepper, 17- 
year-old student at a business col¬ 
lege here. 

I Prior to her marriage at Rock¬ 
ville, Md., Sept. 26. Mrs. Wood 
was Miss Willie Mae Fletcher. 
She was the daughter of a tenant 
farmer living near Culpepper. 

Reaguer was married and the 
father of two married daughters 
Friend Of Family 

Seeking to learn the motive for 
the slaying, police questioned 
Wood at length. They learned 
only that Mrs. Wood who was 21 
years old, and Reaguer had been 
friendly before the Woods were 
married. Police said Reaguer 
brought Mrs Wood and her young 
cousin, Anna, to Washington last 
night and registered at the hotel 
as “Mr. Thomas and family. Rich¬ 
mond, Va.” 

Miss O’Brennen told police she 
knew nothing of what happened in 
Reaguer’* room. 

Wood told officers he knew 
Reaguer only slightly but assumed 
his wife had known him “most all 
her life” since both were from

Dedjazmatch Gugsa left Adi- 
grat in an automobile, accom¬ 
panied by the Erithrean degiacs 
(chieftains) and followed by his 
| retainers in another automobile. 

Gives Fascist Salute 
I When he arrived at fiela head¬ 
quarters, he saluted in Fascist 
style to General de Bono, high 
| commissioner of Eritrea and chief 
of all the Italian northern forces, 
who awaited him in a general's 
carriage. 

They entered the field head- 
i quarters and conversed in pri¬ 
vate. I was then permitted to 
i talk to Dedjazmatch Gtissa, who 
was smiling broadly and seemed 
j to enjoy highly the experience 
of being Interviewed. 

Dedjazmatch Gugsa is an old 
enemy of Ras Seyoum, governor 
of Aduwa and the province of 
Tigre, and also has long been un- 
| der suspicion of Emperor Haile 
Selassie, owing to his Italian lean- 
, ings. 

A magnificently build man, he 
wears the uniform of a European 
general, his feet heavily encased 
in hoots and a revolver slung at 
his hip. 

Intends to Fight 

Through the courtesy of Gen¬ 
eral de Bono, I was introduced to 
him, and after shaking hands cor- 
i dially, he spoke frankly in our 
| brief interview. 

“Do you intend to fight with 
j the Italians?” I asked him. 

"Yes, at the first opportunity!” 
he replied through an interpreter. 

“Will your men fight with you, 

I also?” I inquired. 

He answered quickly, "they 
I will.” 

"Why do you come over to the 
[Italian side?” 

"Because I have always been 
j friendly to Italy. I wanted de- 
j velopment and modernization of 
I my province of Makaie.” 

Dedjazmatch Gugsa said he had 
left another 15,000 men at Ma¬ 
kaie, 60 miles south of Adigrat. 

His intelligent face beaming un¬ 
der a mass of curly black hair, he 
| asserted: 

j "They are arriving soon at the 
| Italian lines and they will fight 
| with me, too.” 

HAT THROWN BY 
INLAND MAN 

The congressional picture in 
the nineteenth district was show¬ 
ing signs of animation today. Jo¬ 
seph Seymour, democratic attor¬ 
ney of Riverside, in Santa Ana 
yesterday, said he was consider¬ 
ing entering the race for the 
Bourbon nomination. 

Mr. Seymour favors payment of 
the soldiers’ bonus with sound 
money, an adequate tariff on cit¬ 
rus fruit, the Townsend old age 
pension plan and preservation of 
states' rights.

Opponents Of Marketing 
Agreement Scheduled 
At L. A. Hearing 

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 12. UPl- 
Opponents of the proposed federal 
marketing proration program for 
California and Arizona citrus pre¬ 
pared today for resumption of a 
joint federal state hearing Mon¬ 
day. 

Major Albert D. Hadley, de¬ 
partment of agriculture repre¬ 
sentative and chairman of the 
commission, which began its hear- 
; ing here last Wednesday, invited 
independent growers and shippers 
to present opposition arguments 
section by section. 

The presentation of favoring 
views was concluded yesterday 
with T H. Powell, general sales 
manager of the California Fruit 
Growers exchange, declaring for 
j regulation. 

Taking issue, nowever. with 
some previous testimony. Mr. 
Powell said California and Ari¬ 
zona should be considered as a 
single producing area, asserting 
the fruit is similar in maturity 
and is sold in the same markets. 

He praised the present market¬ 
ing agreement as increasing the 
return to the grower, besides bene- 
fitting consumers and labor He 
, said 200,000 residents of the two 
; states were dependent on the cit- 
j rus industry. 

Bruce L. Moore, Upland, testi¬ 
fied that he believed oranges ai d 
grapefruit should be regulated 
jointly, while W. C. McDavid, 
Phoenix, with the written support 
of 180 Arizona growers, asked for 
recognition of the state as a sep- 
rate producing area.

is aimed at keeping all granulated 
fruit off the market. 

He said that where there is a 
border line case in which 11 or 12 
per cent of the fruit is granu¬ 
lated, it is possible to regrade 
down to the required 10 per cent 
and that Mr. Tubbs is not un¬ 
reasonable in insisting that this 
j be done. 

Wants It .More Strict 

Frank Finley, manager of the 
Olive Hillsides groves, said that 
“Mr. Tubbs and his deputies are 
doing exactly the right thing, and 
if the law were still more drastic, 
it would please me better still. We 
haven't had any difficulty at all 
with his deputies and have co¬ 
operated to the fullest extent. It 
isn’t proper to crowd right up to 
the limit of tolerance.” 

Mr. Finley said that packing 
j house managers on the whole fa¬ 
vor even stricter clamping down 
on granulation. 

Ernest Whipp, manager of the 
Garden Grove Citrus association, 
said that at a managers’ meeting 
yesterday all were agreed that the 
law should be as it is. 

“We've found inspection very 
fair and have no criticism to make. 
Our exchange standards are more 
strict than the state law.” 

Mr. Whipp said that Mr Tubbs 
had not been unreasonable. 

“Inspectors Fair” 

“In cases where fruit has been 
found to be slightly above the tol¬ 
erance, we have always had the 
privilege of regrading it down to 
the 10 per cent limit, and the in¬ 
spectors have been very fair.” 

Robert Strain, manager of the 
American Fruit Growers packing 
house at Fullerton, said “I'm in 
favor of Mr. Tubbs’ stand on hold¬ 
ing packing houses to the limit of 
tolerance. It seems to me it 
would be a very wrong thing to 
let the bars down on tolerance He 
has not been unreasonable.” 

Mr. Strain said that in a year 
when there was a short crop and a 
high price it might be advisable to 
lift the tolerance limit slightly, but 
in a year like this with a heavy 
crop it should be enforced right up 
to the limit. 

Tubbs Explains Methods 

Mr. Tubbs, when requested for 
i a statement, said, "We have made 
many inspections at bins prior to 
the time the fruit was packed, 
and in all such cases advised man¬ 
agers, if tests showed excessive 
defects, that they should regrade 
| before packing. In practically all 
cases in which we have had to file 
complaints, the fruit was consid- 
| erably beyond the tolerance al¬ 
lowed. 

“We have not at any time tried 
I to act in a judicial capacity. Our 
duty is to enforce the law and we 
have no authority in regard to 
elimination of surplus fruit. We 
have made many inspections and 
have had comparatively few com- 
[ plaints. We appreciate the fine 
[ cooperation we have had from the 
I large majority of managers.” 

Tells Instructions” 

Mr. Tubbs also called attention 
to a letter sent to the inspectors 
Sept. 24. This letter said the of¬ 
fice had been criticised for cut¬ 
ting too much fruit and for not 
cutting enough in granulation 
tests. The letter referred to the 
state law and instructed inspec¬ 
tors that, if tested fruit shows 
damage only slightly beyond tol¬ 
erance, to make additional tests 
if the manager is not satisfied 
the first one was representative. 
If the average of all samples ex¬ 
ceeds the tolerance, a violation no¬ 
tice is to be served. 

“If the average of all samples 
is less than the tolerance, but 
j some of the samples are over, re¬ 
quire reconditioning of the lot, 
after which make a reinspection," 
j the latter said. "No prosecution 
will be brought in such cases if,

After barricading himself in his 
legation, the minister announced 
dramatically that he could not 
leave until the last Italian con¬ 
sular agent recalled from the in¬ 
terior had been accounted for. 

The emperor's troops waited 
outside the legation, ready to 
seize Vinci-Gigliucci forcibly in 
the event Haile Selassie so or¬ 
dered. At noon, the minister was 
still beleaguered. 

Throughout the morning, Vinci- 
Gigliucci played a game of hide 
and seek not only with the Ethio¬ 
pian government but with the 
diplomatic corps, members of 
which were indignant when the 
Italian minister failed to turn up 
at the station after they waited 
for him three hours under the 
scorching sun. 

All this time, however, Vinci- 
Gigliucci was secure and serene in 
the legation. 

One reason given for the min¬ 
ister's refusal to go was that the 
enormous sums of Ethiopian silver 
thalers in the legation which he 
was unable to take out of the 
country. 

Hurls Defy In Letter 

In a defiant letter to the Ethi¬ 
opian government, written by his 
own hand, the Italian envoy de¬ 
clared: 

“I am slaying of my own free 
will despite the Insistence of the 
authorities that I leave, await¬ 
ing the arrival of the two mem¬ 
bers of the Magalo consulate. I 
also declare I submit freely to 
any measures the government 
may take against me.” 

The military attache, Colonel 
Carderini, joined the minister in 
his refusal to depart, but other 
legation officials left by special 
train for Djibouti, French Somali¬ 
land. 

After Vinci-Gigliucci refused to 
leave, the entire native staff of 
the Italian legation went volun¬ 
tarily to Emperor Haile Selassie 
and offered to enroll in the Ethi¬ 
opian army. The emperor accept¬ 
ed their services. 

Meanwhile Ethiopian impression 
was that it was now necessary to 
prepare for a long war with Italy, 
probably lasting for years. 

Most Ethiopians and some for¬ 
eigners credit Vinci-Gigliucci. who 
has been battling Emperor Haile 
Selassie continually for the right 
to remain longer, with urging Pre¬ 
mier Mussolini on in the attempts 
to subjugate Ethiopia after he 
saw that diplomatic efforts to set¬ 
tle the present conflict had failed. 

Struggles For Italy 

Throughout his two-year stay in 
Ethiopia, Vinci-Gigliucci was said 
to have struggled ceaselessly to 
win for Italy an ascendant posi¬ 
tion in the empire. 

From the beginning of the 
trouble. Mussolini gave his min¬ 
ister a more or less free hand to 
deal with the situation until it be¬ 
came so serious that Vinci-Gig¬ 
liucci would always inform the 
Ethiopian government that he was 
obliged to refer matters to Rome. 

More recently, as the conflict 
became critical, Mussolini took 
the affairs out of V'lnci-Gtg- 
Uucci's hands and dealt with 
them directly at Rome and at 
Geneva. 

Italo - Ethiopian relations have 
never been very cordial since the 
crushing defeat of the Italians at 
Aduwa in 1896. 

The Ethiopian government never 
has lowered its guard against 
eventual attempt by Italy not only 
to wipe out the memory of that 
disaster but to impose an Italian 
political and economic protectorate 
over the empire. 

The emperor finally ordered 
Vinci-Gigliucci to leave on the 
grounds that his presence became 
embarrassing after the League of 
Nations pronounced Italy an ag¬ 
gressor. 

Haile Selassie also charged the 
legation was a center of Italian 
espionage and that its radio was 
kept in use even after legation 
authorities were requested not to 
employ it further—charges denied 
by Vinci-Gigliucci. 

PlEADSGUILTY 
TO HOMICIDE 

For the first time since its ad¬ 
dition to the California penal code, 
the felony charge of negligent 
homicide was filed against a pris¬ 
oner in superior court Friday. The 
prisoner is John Vidosh. Anahoirn 
truck driver, held .n connection 
with the death In a traffic'acci¬ 
dent here Oct. 3 of S. H Hay¬ 
ward, Laguna Beach. Vidosh 
pleaded guilty and asked for pro¬ 
bation. Hearing on the applica¬ 
tion was set for Oct. 18 by Judge 
G. K. Scovel, department 2, su¬ 
perior court. 

Vidosh was charged with negli¬ 
gent homicide on recommendation 
of a coroner’s jury which held him 
responsible for the fatal crash. 

CUPPER OFF FOR GUAM 

WAKE ISLAND (Via Pan-

DR. MILLIKAN 
SPEAKS AT 
SESSION 

Orange Institute Closes 
With Talk; Attendance 
Is Set At 1200 


ORANGE.—The most important 
contribution of science to social 
progress has been Introduction of 
the scientific method of approach 
to the problems of life. Dr Rob¬ 
ert Millikan, director, California 
Institute of Technology, told 1200 
Orange county teachers at the 
closing session of the annual in¬ 
stitute here last night. 

Dr. Millikan compared modem 
scientific methods with the former 
superstitious, hysterical motives, 
which worked on the assumption 
that nature was as capricious as 
man. The change to modem 
methods became apparent only 
about 300 years ago. when man 
began to understand, in part, 
"Why things happen.” 

“Science has had a great ef¬ 
fect on the life of the common 
man," he said. "Compare our liv¬ 
ing conditions with those of any 
other period and we find that they 
are infinitely better.” 

"Our destiny lies in our own 
hands, especially in the hands of 
secondary school teachers," he 
continued, remarking that the 
days eft “hunch and magic” are 
gone. The essence of scientific 
thinking is applicable to all ave¬ 
nues of knowledge, he said, re¬ 
marking how little these principles 
are applied to consideration of 
political acts. 

Visitors Introduced 

C. O. Harvey. Brea - Olinda 
Union High school principal, was 
chairman, introducing F. L. Thur¬ 
ston. executive secretary of the 
California Teachers’ association; 
Albert Launer, Fullerton, vice 
president of the State School 
Trustees’ association, and Joseph 
Wright, Downey, president of the 
Science - Mathematics association 
of Southern California. The Ful¬ 
lerton District Junior college Hu¬ 
mana Symphony choir, directed by 
Benjamin Edwards, furnished the 
musical program. 

Doctor Harold Curtis Hand, 
school of education of Stanford 
university, made the first speech 
in the panel discussion at the 
afternoon session of the institute. 
His subject was "Social Changes 
Which Have Outmoded Yester¬ 
day's School. He made four ma¬ 
jor basic assumptions. First, the 
American public school was de¬ 
signed for the purpose of pro¬ 
moting American democracy; sec¬ 
ond. we assume that democracy 
at present is undergoing a severe 
crisis: third, we assume a democ¬ 
racy can be devised to suit our 
changing lives, and fourth, unless 
we so do devise an appropriate 
educational program, our democ¬ 
racy is threatened. 

Educator Speaks 

Dr. Paul Hanna, also of Stan¬ 
ford university, made the first 
answer in the discussion. Our pat¬ 
tern of education was established 
100 years ago, and the need to¬ 
day, he said, is for a modern cur¬ 
riculum. The only purpose of edu¬ 
cation comes from the civilization 
surrounding that education, he 
said. In a period of critical trans¬ 
lation, it is not safe to build 
courses of study with a historical 
approach, he added. Will French, 
superintendent of Long Beach 
schools, answered that faults in 
education lie in the colleges which 
educate teachers. 

Miss Helen Heffemon, state de¬ 
partment of education, suggested 
a seminar to study bases on 
which a new curriculum could be 
build. Dr. C. C. Trellingham, as¬ 
sistant superintendent of Los An¬ 
geles county schools, defended 
both teachers and the college pro¬ 
fessors, saying the need is ior well 
balanced teachers who have taken 
work in all academic lines. 

Frank Henderson, superintendent 
of Santa Ana schools, closed the 
discussion by remarking that we 
pride ourselves on democracy, yet 
submit to all sorts of regimenta¬ 
tion. Education is all that will 
improve the situation, he added.

RIVERSIDE. Oct. 12. UPi—A 
3-year-old white boy, who wan¬ 
dered away into dangerous moun¬ 
tains, today owed his life to In¬ 
dian mastery of the wilds, demon¬ 
strated in a manner more thrill¬ 
ing than fiction. 

Since little Proctor Baker dis¬ 
appeared in the San Jacinto moun¬ 
tains last Wednesday, army pi¬ 
lots from March field, mounted 
rangers, and hundreds of CCC 
workers had combed the area in 
futile search. 

With hope waning, a call was 
sent yesterday for trackers from 
the Santa Rosa reservation. At 
the head of a CCC party, a group 
of Chuilla Indians set out through 
thick underbrush along a trail in¬ 
visible to white men’s eyes. 

They followed a circuitous route 
of 10 miles, picking up old and 
faded clues across rugged country 
where hunters have bagged moun¬ 
tain lions. At length, with night¬ 
fall approaching, they stopped be¬ 
fore a thick brush. Under it was 
the tired and frightened child. 

Although cold and hunger had 
exhausted Proctor's strength, he 
will suffer no ill effects from his 
experience, reported Dr. Patrick 
Flynn, CCC camp physician. 

"Without the Indians," the 
physician added, "I doubt if we 
could have found him before he 
starved or was attacked by ani¬ 
mals." 

The youngster fell asleep before 
his overjoyed parents could tuck 
him into bed. 


J. A. Armitage, 73, pioneer 
Orange county resident and de¬ 
veloper of the community of Sun¬ 
set Beach, passed away late yes¬ 
terday at his home there after a 
year's illness. 

Mr. Armitage was associated 
with Orange county development 
organizations for many years and 
was known as the “daddy” of the 
Coast highway from Oxnard to 
Capistrano, having been one of the 
promoters of the project. He was 
one of the founders of the Orange 
county coast association, and 
served two terms as president and 
two terms as secretary of the or¬ 
ganization.

To observe the four hundredth 
anniversary of the translation of 
the Bible into English, a special 
meeting of the Interdenomina¬ 
tional Bible study class was held 
Thursday night at the home of 
Mrs. William Lindsay, 801 East

Miss Marie Carter, Los Angeles, 
explained to the group that the 
year 1935 is an interesting one 
to students of the Bible, since the 
original translation from Latin 
into Saxon of the Book of John 
was completed by the Venerable 
Bede in 735. In 1535 appeared 
the first complete English Bible 
into the English-speaking world. 

She gave a chart talk on the 
entire Bible, centering attention 
on John.

If it isn’t a good law, it won’t be there very 
long. Orange county cannot afford to try to sell inferior 
fruit. The market is sensitive and choosey and doesn’t 
need our fruit so badly that it has to accept dry oranges.

Those of you who have watched the proceedings of 
the past week must realize, if you never did before, some¬ 
thing of the eternal conflict we would be a part of, should 
we follow the advice of those who would have us involved 
in the Mojave river project. Both Riverside and San Ber¬ 
nardino counties are at swords points in their effort to 
grab the Mojave surplus. Both would suck Orange county 
into the fight, each hoping Orange county influence would 
be helpful to that particular side. If Orange county got 
any water at all through such an alliance, it would be 
after the two upper counties had supplied themselves. The 
greatest surplus federal engineers see in the Mojave is 
40,000 acre feet. That figure happens to be the overdraft 
which Orange county alone has at this very moment.
